end of th e reservation. 
T h at p a rt w ill be g iven up w hich lies west 
o f th e sum m it o f th e di vide betw een C larke’s 
fork and P ry o r creek. 
T here are about 
150,009 acres. 
T he p roperty is supposed to 
be valuable for m ining purposes. 
A t least 
one com pany , com posed o f M inneapolis 
m en, has already beg un m ining operations 
there, w hich had to be suspended because 
th e Indian lands were being encroached on.

The work of the commissioners is favorable 
to this company.

A W onderful Bridge. 
David Gowan, who lives in the 
northern part of Gila county, A. T. f 
in what is known as the “Tonto Ba­ 
sin ,” i9 the owner of one of the great­ 
est natural curiosities in the United 
States, if not in the world. Gowan’a 
wonder is the famous natural bridge 
which spans Pine creek bv a single 
arch of 200 feet, the walls on either 
side rising to a height of from 700 to 
800 feet, on one side forming a per­ 
pendicular precipice. The bridge is 
600 feet in width; from the bottom 
of the arch to the top it averages 40 
fret; span, as above mentioned, 200 
feet, lower side of arch, 150 feet. 
The action of the water which has 
poured under this naturel span for 
ages has worn it as smooth as though 
it had been chiseled and sandpapered 
by a stonemason. Although the 
arch, which is solid limestone, aver­ 
ages about forty feet in thickness, 
there is one place near the top of the 
arch where the thickness scarcely ex­ 
ceeds six feet; near the center of this 
thin place there is a semi-circular hole 
two feet in diameter through which 
one may watch the waters swiftly 
gliding 200 feet below.—St. Louis 
Republic.

“ P atsy ’s going to diue with the 
‘old m an!’” 
This inform ation concerning P a t­ 
terson, com m only known to his 
friends as “ P atsy ,” created a sensa­ 
tion in the group of new spaper men 
who heard it. 
Thej* were a t supper—the welcome 
two-or-tliree-o’clock-in-the in o r n ing 
supper of the day laborers in jo u rn ­ 
alism, the men who grind wearily, 
wearily, and are seldom heard of by 
the outside world. 
P utterson was one of the “la te ” 
men—the telegraph editors, night- 
editors, news-editors, two or three 
night city-editors, and'm en who had 
been doing late details, or writing 
late on special articles—men from 
all tlie m orning papers. 
P atterson was indeed a conspicuous 
member of the party; it indulged 
him in his crankiness, and th a t ce­ 
mented him in the circle. 
P atterson was an anarchist. There 
was no doubt ab o u t it, for lie de­ 
clared the fact 
pugnaciously—lie 
was ag ain st governm ent.

and order. 
He generally m ade himself u nar-. 
chially drunk after much of such 
writing, and so, as a tem perance 
measure, he had abandoned editor­ 
ial and taken up special w riting, in 
which lie rapidly m ade himself pop­ 
ular 011 his paper. 
Cue da>', after an especially good 1 
piece ot work, the m anaging editor 
sent for him, 
P atterson affected a violent dis­ 
like of Mr. Rogers, the m anaging, 
editor. 
In the first place he repre- j 
sented the paper’s governm ent, next 
j he received a salary of $10,000 a 


j year!—a crime in itself, P atterson ‘ 
I contended. 
Little Tom m y Paget, a disciple of 1 


j P atterson, and who did very good 
about-tow n stuff, arirued th a t the 
Btoiy of Rogers’ $10,000 a year was 
a manifest fiction, because there 
were not so much money in tho ; 
world. 
He had once seen the p rin t­ 
ers paid off, when a m an from the 
business office took $ 1,800 in gold 
nnd silver up to tfieconiposing room , 
“and for any sane m an to tell him 
j th a t there is more money in the world 
than th a t, is absurd,” said Tommy 
Paget. 
Resides l>eing a governor and a 
j $ 10,OOO a year man, Mr. Rogers was 
quiet a swell in clubdom, and popu­ 
lar in a very good set in society. 
This wns hateful to the anarchist, 
j 
“T h a t was a verv' good sto rv of 


j 3*ours this m orning,” said Mr. Rog­ 
ers, in the hearing of half a dozen 
men. 
P atterson wns silent. 
“ Mrs. Rogers and my daughter 
both spoke ot it and liked it, and it's 
always pleasant to hear the women 
praise the paper. Get the women of 
j a household in favor of your paper, 
and there 3*ou have a steadfast sub­ 
scriber.” 
“ Very kind ot 3'ou and the ladies.” ] 
growled Patsy; “anything special for 
me to-day?'* 
“ Yes: 
I w ant you to go to the 
j Moss estate trial and when the 
shorthand m an’s stuff'is w ritten out 
take it and lighten *it up. 
By the 
way, P atterson, 1113' wife would like 
to have you up to dine with us some 
Sunday evening.” 
“ Very kind of her, but 
” 
“ But you never ‘ Jo the society act' 
\*ou were going to say. 
Well, it’ll 
do you good. Sa3' a week from a Sun­ 
d ay.” 
ilr. Rogers was smiling good-na- 
tnredly, a dozen men were waiting 
for orders 011 a hundred dozen things 
about the next duv*’s paper, nnd 
P atterson felt he would look foolish 
persisting in the refusal of such an 
invitation. 
He bowed his thanks 
and acceptance nnd le t. 
“ P atterson is going to dine with 
the ‘old man!* ” Nothing else was 
talked ab o u t a t supper th a t night. 
A society editor swore he would 
write it up in liis “ Notable E vents,” 
Griggs, the paper’s “skttchen-on-the- 
spot a rtist, exhibited a draw ing of 
P atterson, in a dress-suit, harangu­ 
ing a mob of wild-eyed anarchists, 
and little P aget roared with delight 
a t his own suggestion th a t P atsy 
should wear a red neck-tie and hand­ 
kerchief. 
The subject of tliis chaff growled 
o u t th a t it would lie paying enough 
for the privilege ot lieing near the 
throne to have to lose one night’s 
work, and he’d be hanged if he’d 
wear a dress-suit even it he could get 
one. 
“ W hat the ‘old m an’ w ants,” 
said he, to his supper com panions, 
“ is to exhibit a live crank, and I’ll 
just fool ’em. I’ll be more of a crank 
th an they like.” 
“ The red tie!” The red tie!” sh o u t­ 
ed Paget. 
“ Yes, the red tie, and the w’ildest 
kind ol anarchist ta lk ,” continued 
P atsy; “ if I am played for a lreak to 
m ake nn old m an’s holiday, I’ll just 
go him one more than he expects.” 
P atterson tho u g h t over this deter­ 
m ination as he climbed the hills to 
his room th a t night, and it did n o t 
please him. After all, he would be 
doing only w hat was expected of 
him, and there was very little inde-^ 
pendence in th a t. 
He took out his 
old dress-suit and put it on. The 
effect was more am using than satis- 
factory. Not only was it a bad fit 
and mussy with the strangely mixed 
service it had seen in P atterso n ’s 
tw o 3*ears to the Berkeley university, 
b u t it was so like the Tivoli w aiters’ 
in cut th a t P atterson threw a towel 
over his left arm and served himself 
with a bottle of beer to complete the 
likeness. 
“I t would be so much m ore fun to 
fool the ‘old m an’the other way, th a t 
it I could, 1 would.” 
The next day P atterson sought a 
man he had become aequaiuted with 
through interviewing him, and had 
afterw ard come to know well, and 
like, despite the m an’s m isfortune of 
wealth.

Newspaper men have few acquaint­ 
ances outside of their own ranks. 
Their hours of labor and leisure 
would m ake it difficult, even if their 
inclinations were less intensely clan­ 
nish. Still, P atterso n did meet and 
dine with the m illionaire Barker oft­ 
en enough to keep up a friendship 
tb a th a d considerable w arm th. 
During their acquaintance, P a tte r­ 
son had asked lor no “ favor” such 
as a millionaire was accustom ed to 
g ra n t with perfect good n ature and 
g reat frequency to scores of com 


Pnfcsy always earned good pay. 
He wrote on space and having tre­ 
mendous facility and some ability, 
ground o u t v ast quantities ot copy 
and sold m ost of it. So he did n o t 
have to borrow, yet there never 
came a pay day when he could buy 
his dinner w ith o u t first collecting for 
his 
week’s 
work. 
I t 
never oc­ 
curred to him th a t t here was evidence 
of faulty economies in the fact th a t 
his financial condition was exactly 
the sam e now as when his earnings 
were not one fi tli ns much. His was 
the case of nearly every one of his 
com panions. 
Mind 3*ou, I am n o t 
speaking of the greut men 011 the 
newspapers, butonly of the unnamed, 
the soldiers in the ranks, tjie m ulti­ 
tude of impersonate, who have not 
bm» long in their lieds, when you 
sir, over >'our coffee, are reading 
their work and giving the praise or 
hiame for it to “ the paper,” n o t the 
man. 
But this has nothing to do wit h 
the story.

David Gowan, w ho lives in the 
northern p a rt of Gila count3*, A. T. f 
in w hat is known as the “T onto B a­ 
s in ,” is the owner of one of the great­ 
est n atu ra l curiosities in the I’nited 
States, if not in the world. Gowan’s 
wonder is the famous n atu ral bridge 
which spans Pine creek by a single 
ureh of 200 feet, the walls on either 
side rising to a height of lrom 700 to 
800 feet, on one side forming a per­ 
pendicular precipice. 
Tiie bridge is 
000 feet in width; from the bottom 
of the arch to the top it averages 40 
feet; span, os above mentioned, 200 
feet, lower side of arch, 150 feet. 
The action of the w ater which bus 
poured under this naturnl span for 
ages has worn it as sm ooth as though 
it had been chiseled and sandpapered 
by a stonem ason.

arch, which is solid limestone, aver­
